Low pressure remains near Northern California and showers will continue until midday today. Mountain areas will be cloudy to mostly cloudy with 

widespread showers. Snow levels will be near 2000 feet in the north and 3000 feet in the south. Valleys with be partly to mostly cloudy with 

isolated to scattered showers. Thunderstorms are possible just about anywhere within the region. Late today and most of tomorrow will be fair and 

cool, but a weak disturbance will produce mostly cloudy skies and light precipitation tomorrow night and Thursday. Snow levels will be 2000-4000 

feet and totals will mostly be under 0.25 inches.

Most foothill and mountain locations will receive an 

additional half inch to an inch of rainfall and most coastal and valley locations will receive an additional quarter inch to half inch of rainfall with this 

storm. The snow level will be between 3,000 and 4,000 feet. Westerly winds of 20 to 40 mph with gusts to 60 mph will surface across the wind 

prone mountain and desert areas through tonight. Temperatures will be 10 to 15 degrees below normal through Tuesday, with upper 20s and 30s 

across the mountains and mid 40s to mid 50s in the valleys. Temperatures will warm some tomorrow and Thursday, but remain below normal as a 

weak trough approaches and moves inland across Northern California. This trough will bring a few showers north of a Monterey/Fresno County 

line tonight through tomorrow afternoon. A strong ridge of high pressure will build into California from the Pacific Ocean bringing significant 

warming and low humidity away from the San Joaquin Valley Friday through this weekend. Temperatures will warm to 5 to 10 degrees above 

normal and minimum humidity will drop into the single digits and teens this weekend. North to east winds of 20 to 40 mph with gusts to 60 mph will 

surface across the mountains and below the canyons and passes of Southern California Friday morning through this weekend.
